A CUTTING SCRAPE. 


John Ramsey Seriously Wounds 
D.?*Thempson With a Pocket 
Kuife. 


Last evening about seven o’clock a 
row occurred at Verdi in which one of 
the parties received a dangerous and 
possibly fatal wound. -The facts as 
gathered by the Gazerre are substan- 
tially as follows:

Thompson. was 
at once removed to his residence and 
Dr. Dawson telegraphed for. The 
doctor found his patient suffering 
groatty from pain and loss of blood. 
he wound is necessarily a serious 
one, as there is always in such cases 
great danger from inflammation and 
blood poisoning. The other wounds 
are not serious, being all flesh wounds. 
It is understood that Ramsey will be 
arrested to-day, The affairis an un- 
fortunate one as both parties are well 
and favorably known in Verdi. 
Thompson is a man of considerable 
property and has an estimable wife 
who is deeply distressed over the af- 
fair. Ramsey is ‘unmarried but has 
arents, brothers and sisters living at 
ferdi, all of whom are highly re- 
apected. Neither of the men were 
under the influence of liquor and both 
have the reputation oi being peace- 
able and good citizens.
